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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Imai. 

There is disclosed in Imai an energizing device, comprising: a sheet-like carrier 
(woven fabric, cloth, plastic, film) 8b; a far infrared ray emitting material A (alumina, 
lithium oxide, magnesium oxide, calcium oxide, titanium oxide) disposed on the carrier; 
and an affixing means 8a for disposing the carrier on an article. 

In regards to the use of the device on a beverage serving means, such is 
intended use only and provides no structural limitations to the claims. 

It is apparent that the device could be affixed to a beverage container or serving 
means so as to allow the infrared ray emitting material to affect the beverage within the 
container. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Shiau et al. 
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There is disclosed in Shiau a method of aging (energizing) a beverage by 
providing on the outside of a beverage container a sheet-like carrier (wrapping) which 
has been coated with far infrared ray emitting material.
